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Since  the  start  of  methyl  bromide  fumigation  for  compliance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Japanese  beetle  quarantine  in 
February  of  1939,  some  2,000,000  plants  of  almost  3,000  varieties  have  been  treated  commercially.  Thirty-^five  establishments 
have  constructed  fumigation  chambers  and  at  least  61  firms  have  fumigated  and  shipped  plants. 

In  the  fall  of  1940,  the  owner  of  every  fumigation  chamber  used  for  Japanese  beetle  quarantine  treating  was  solicited  for 
information  on  plant  injury  by  the  Japanese  beetle  control  project.  Up  to  March  15,  1941,  more  or  less  complete  returns  had  been 
received  from  27  firms.  The  injury  reported  is  based  both  on  complaints  from  purchasers  and,  in  a few  cases,  on  the  results  from 
experimental  fumigations  conducted  by  the  concerns  reporting. 

The  appended  list,  in  the  main,  includes  plants  fumigated  to  July  1,  19^,  together  with  later  additions  supplied  by  report- 
ing growers.  All  reports  of  injury  are  included.  For  each  variety  a single  report  from  each  grower  is  given. 

In  the  body  of  the  list,  growers'  comments  are  included  for  many  varieties.  From  these,  as  well  as  from  verbal  reports, 

several  factors  appearing  to  influence  injury  have  been  observed.  For  some  plant  varieties,  fumigation  is  safe  during  dormancy, 

whereas  injury  is  apt  to  occur  if  the  plants  are  in  active  growth.  On  the  other  hand,  many  other  varieties  can  tolerate  treat- 
ment during  any  stage,  and  others  apparently  are  injured  regardless  of  growth  conditions.  The  belief  is  often  expressed  that  top 
injury  results  from  excessive  air  movement  during  fumigation. 

In  the  list,  the  first  column  records  the  number  of  establishments  reporting  which  have  fumigated  the  plant  shown.  The  second 
column  records  the  number  from  which  no  report  of  injury  has  been  received.  The  third  column  is  a record  of  the  number  of  establish- 
ments from  which  injury  has  been  reported.  The  figures  in  parentheses  following  the  plant  name  show  the  number  of  plants  known  to 
have  been  fumigated.  Where  no  n'omber  is  shown,  the  quantity  treated  has  not  been  ascertained.  The  remarks  included,  largely,  are 
direct  quotations  from  growers'  reports  and  in  all  cases  represent  information  supplied  by  growers.  The  list  as  prepared  consists 
solely  of  reports  from  growers  based  on  their  experience.  The  plant  names  listed  are  those  supplied  by  growers.  It  has  not  been 

Eossiole  to  thoroughly  check  these  for  accuracy.  They  are  the  ones,  however,  which  are  in  general  use  in  the  trade  and  as  such  should 
e easily  recognized.  The  quantities  listed  are  those  known  to  have  been  fumigated  prior  to  July  1,  1940  supplemented  somewhat  by 
later  records  furnished  by  individual  growers.  Records  appear  for  2,024  varieties.  One  or  more  reports  were  received  indicating 
injuries  to  I95,  or  9«o^  of  this  total.
